For the "Rubber” Plant. 
Should anyone have a tall india rub­ 
ber p lant that has become bare of 
leaves at the bottom, and hence un­ 
sightly, they should go out for a coun­ 
try walk and collect some fresh moss 
from a damp bank, and then p roceed 
to treat the p lant as follows: 
Close 
to the base of the lowest leaves cut a 
notch half way through the stem, and 
then slit the latter up wards for an 
inch. 
Insert in this cleft a small p eb­ 
ble to keep it op en; then get the moss 
and p lace a thick layer around the 
wound and bind it securely with twine. 
Keep the moss constantly moist. 
In 
about two months roots will form in 
the moss, and when these are seen 
coming through, sev er the stem and 
p lant the moss and stem in good soil 
in a p ot; then in due course you will 
get a nice dwarf p lant.

At Forbes seven mino guards and 
one striker are known to have been 
killed. 
Two other strikers 
are be­ 
lieved dead. 
One officer and two enlisted men 
were wounded in the conflict at W ai
